WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Ap- 
proval of an R. F. C. loan of ap- 
proximately $1,000.,00C for liquidation 
of three closed state banks of Georgia, 
including the Empire Trust Company, 
of Atlanta, was announced here late 
today by Ryburn G. Clay, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the depositors’ liquidation 
board for the sixth federal reserve dis- 
trict, after a series of conferences 
with federal officials. 

In addition to the Empire Trust 
Company, the other two state banks 
affected are the Macon Savings bank, 
of Macon, and the Decatur Bank & 
Trust Company, of Decatur.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—In this 
series of articles I am going to dis- 
cuss ways and means of extricating 


the country from depression. 


We all know where we wish to go. 
We seek a situation in which there 
shall be full employment of labor and 
an active demand for capital with re- 
sultant enlarged production and con- 
sumption—in short, a higher standard 
of living. 

We also desire a higher level of 
prices in order to lighten the burden 
of existing indebtedness and because 
rising prices may be expected to exert 
a much. needed stimulating influence 
on business activity. 

There is no disagreement on these 
matters but we are less certain wheth- 
er we are moving steadily toward the 
desired objective. 

Not Solely Monetary. 

I have no doubt that many readers 
would wish me to embark at once on 
a devastating criticism of the com- 
modity dollar and would enjoy a 
lurid picture of the frightful things 
we may experience if a_ traditional 
sound money policy is not adupted by 
the government. I shall come to ques- 
tions of this sort before the end of 
this series of articles. I do not begin 
with them because I do not believe

that the depression is primarily due 
to monetary causes and because I 
hold that no monetary policy, however 
wisely formulated, is sufficient to 
bring about a trade recovery. We had 
sound money and no doubt about the 
security of the currency between 1929 
and 1933. There was also during those 
years a plentiful supply of credit avail- 
able at low rates and at intervals 
widespread confidence that prosperity 
was at. hand; and yet the country 
drifted more and more deeply into de- 
pression. Senator Borah was quite 
right, therefore, the other day in say- 
ing that those who favor a more or 
less traditional monetary policy must 
in addition be constructive and sug- 
gest pesitive means of bringing about 
trade recovery.

For somewhat similar reasons I 
shall also defer consideration of that 
intriguing, or shall I say pernicious, 
product of statistical ingenuity, the 
wholesale commodity price index. A 
general rise in prices would doubtless 
be stimulating to business but we need 
to know whether it would stimulate 
desirable activities, activities that 
could be niaintained. We need to know 
whether the rise in prices would be 
associated with conditions that would 
induce and maintain the full employ- 
ment of labor with resultant higher 
standard of living.

BERLIN, Nov. 28.—(#)—The mili- 
tant leader of the nazi German Chris- 
tians and a colleague resigned under 
pressure today from the German 
church cabinet, the governing body of 
Protestant groups. 

The two, Bishop Joachim Hossen- 
felder and Dr. Friedrich Werner, the 
cabinet’s legal counsellor, took the 
broad hint of the minister of the in- 
terior that their aggressive policy of 
dragging politics into the church and 
tolerating “flagrant heretics” treat- 
ened to wreck the evangelical church. 

Both have been accused of ousting 
Jews from Protestant church offices, 
condoning the recommendations of 
some Hitierite German Christians that 
the Old Testament be eliminated and 
the, new revised, and of creating nazi- 
controlled authority. 

Under Fire. 


Bishop MHossenfelder particularly 
had been under fire for weeks as the 
nazi churchmen and their more con- 
servative opponents engaged in an in- 
creasingly heated controversy over 
Semitism, leadership, the suspension 
of dissident pastors, and suggested 
Scriptural and dogma changes. 

Simultaneously the announcement 
was made of the indefinite tpone- 
ment from December 3 of the conge- 
eration of Dr. Ludwig Mueller as 
reichsbishop. He also has been at- 
tacked by conservative churchmen, but 
it was thought he had no part in 
Bishop Hossenfelder’s resignation, for 
he considers himself bound by close 
ties of friendship and politics to the 
nazi leader.

President Roosevelt is considering 
an application for executive clemency 
filed in behalf of Gus Menefee, a for- 
mer sailor, who was saved from execu- 
tion by Mr. Roosevelt when he was 
acting secretary of the navy in 1918, 
it was learned Tuesday. 

Menefee, who was tried and convict- 
ed of the murder of a fellow seaman 
aboard the destroyer Fanning, off the 
coast of France, served 14 years in 
the federal penitentiary but was re- 
lensed last year when Judge E. Mar- 
vin Underwood, of the federal district 
court of north Georgia, granted his 
application for a writ of habeas 
corpus. The circuit court of appeals

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WHERE THE FAULT LIES. 

The open defense by Governor 
Rolph, of California, of the lynch- 
ing by a San Jose mob of the two 
confessed kidnapers held in jail in 
that city has led to a nation-wide 
controversy, illustrating the regret- 
table harm to the public weal that 
invariably follows when the citizens 
of a community take the law into 
their own hands. In this instance, 
the chief executive of a great state 
is being subjected to bitter criti- 
cism and dire forebodings of other 
and worse violations of law and 
order are being predicted. The south 
is injected into the controversy be- 
cause of allusions to racial preju- 
dice. 

It is a situation from which only 
harm can result—and is chiefly at- 
tributable to the laxity of court 
procedure and the abuse of the par- 
don power in the United States. 

No such outrages against law and 
order occur in Great Britain and-her 
dominions because British justice is 
quick and certain—as illustrated in 
the recent execution in Canada of a 
father and son from Tennessee who 
had been convicted of the murder 
of a farmer in a western Canadian 
province. 

These two men were traced back 
to their home in the United States, 
extradited, promptly tried and con- 
victed and executed. Had they 
committed their crime in this 
country and escaped to Canada, it 
is likely they would never have 
been apprehended. If they had been 
caught and brought to trial, the 
odds are that they would have es- 
caped the death sentence, and that 
before many years the executive 
power would have been used to cut 
short their incarceration. 

In that difference is to be found 
the reason why mob violence is an 
unknown thing in one of the great 
English-speaking nations the 
world but is lamentably frequent in 
the other. 

Former President Taft, 
chief justice of the supreme court, 
made the unqualified statement that 
“our criminal courts are a_ dis- 
grace.” had 
enough when it could be said that 
“the wheels of justice grind slowly 
but surely.”” Now they grind even

In view of the uncertainty sur- 
rounding the joint project, and 
since it will be possible to get the 
separate jails under way at once, it 
has been decided to take the latter 
course in remedying the unbear- 
able conditions surrounding the im- 
prisonment of those held in both 
the city and county courts.

we need to begin our inquiry with an 
examination of the non-monetary as- 
pects of the problem of trade recovery. 
In order to test any proposed meas- 
ure* designed to contribute toward 
trade recovery, it is necessary to have 
a very clear picture in one’s mind of 
what the situation will be like when 
we finally arrive where we wish to 
go. It goes without saying that the 
increased production of goods and 
services, which will accompany full 
employment, does not mean an even 
increase in the production of each and 
every commodity and service that is 
now being produced. There are some 
products, as for example salt, the 
present output of which is _ fully 
adequate for all requirements under 
conditions of abounding prosperity. 


Other Products. 


There are other preducts—and this 
holds generally of agricultural prod- 
ucts—the supplies of which are cur- 
rently produced or that could be pro- 
duced with full use of the land now 
under cultivation—that are much in 
excess of what can profitably be pro- 
duced and marketed. Reasonable pros- 
perity for agriculture will not be at- 
tained unless conditions become such 
that a considerable number of people 
now engaged in agriculture find occu- 
pation elsewhere. 

We do well to extend temporary aid 
to agriculture by devices designed to 
contract supplies coming on the mar- 
ket, but this is not a permanent solu- 
tion of the agricultural problem. At 
best, these devices cah only serve 
with government assistance to do for 
agriculture that which most industries 
have been able to do for themselves. 
Farmers are too numerous to control 
supply and production is an annual 
process. 

All this is in striking contrast with 
the situation, let us say, of the steel 
industry conducted by a few produc- 
ing units able to adjust production to 
demand at frequent intervals. 

Employment Vital. 

Full employment of labor, then, on 
a satisfactory, permanent basis, pre- 
supposes the development of condi- 
tions under which industry shall be 
able not only to absorb the unemploy- 
ed industrial worker, but in addition 
a very considerable number of people 
now engaged in agriculture. This will 
seem a large order but industry can 
accomplish this task, under proper 
conditions and policies, because, un- 
like the case of agricultural products, 
there is a potential demand of indef- 
inite proportions, if not for all, at 
least for a wide range of industrial 
products. The essential problem, then, 
of trade recovery is to develop condi- 
tions under which industry will ab- 
sorb the millions who are now out of 
work and find a continuing and prof- 
itable demand for a very much enlarg- 
ed industrial output. 

At this point my readers will nat- 
urally inquire how it happens that 
this potential demand for additional 
quantities of goods and services has 


My answer is, in the main, faulty 
business policies which have been pur- 
sued in many branches of industry and 
by many engaged in distribution dur- 
ing the last decade or more. The only 
way to develop a large additional de- 
mand for any product is to reduce 


its relative price. It the proper 
function of the businessman, if he is 
worth his salt, to sense the possibili- 
ties of an expanding demand for his 
product and to endeavor to place that 
product on the market at a price 
which will induce an enlarged demand. 


Automobiles Example. 


Possibilities of such a policy have 
been strikingly illustrated in the pro- 


duction and sale of automobiles. If 
automobile producers had been pri- 
marily concerned to maintain a higher 
level of prices, some increase of sales 
would doubtless have been secured 
through advertising and salesmanship, 
but the expansion of the industry 
would have been comparatively insig- 
nificant. The highly successful busi- 
ness policies of the automobile makers 
have by no means been generally fol- 
lowed by producers and distributors. 
Far too many of them have been con- 
cerned to establish a fixed price for 
their products, or to secure a price of 
x-plus rather than to seek the en- 
larged demand that might have been 
reached by the offer of a price of 
x-minus for their wares. 

No doubt there are industrial prod- 
ucts which, like agricultural products 
in general, do not enjoy the promise of 
a large additional demand. In such 
industries technological improvements 
displace labor that, as in the case of 
agriculture, must endeavor to find em- 
ployment in other industries for the 
products of which there is an elastic 
demand. Cheaper grades of textile 
products may be taken as an example 
of goods for which no large increase 
in consumption could be anticipated 
from any reasonable relative reduction 
in price. During the course of the. de- 
pression prices for this product, as 
well as the wages of employes, had 
been abnormally reduced. The adoption 
of those provisions of the textile code 
which permitted an immediate rise in 
prices accompanied by higher wages is 
not therefore to be considered an ob- 
stacle to trade recovery. But the situa- 
tion in the cotton textile industry was 
exceptional. For the products of most 
industries there exists a potential de- 
mand of larger or smaller proportions 
which could be reached by relative 
price concessions. In particular, this 
is the case with that most complicated 
of products, better housing for the 
mass of the people. 

Families in this country with in- 
comes of $3,000 or less are not well 
housed, certainly not as well housed 
as they would like to be nor are the 
equipment and furnishings of their 
homes all that they would wish them 
to be and might be tempted to make 
them. Here is. a virtually unlimited 
opportunity for the employment of 
more labor and material. It is, how- 
ever; a possibility that can only be 
realized by producing houses at lower 
costs and therefore at a lawer rela- 
tive price than at present, 


Lower Prices. 
In insist, then, that the most fun- | 
in examining trade recovery policies, | 
whether they be those of businessmen | 
or of the government, is this: Do 
they tend to open up and increase de- | 
mand for those products for which we 
may reasonably presume a large poten- 
tial demand exists that can be made 
actual by relatively lower prices— 
lower prices, I may add, made possi- 
ble by improved methods and larger 
volume and not by unreasonably low 
rates in wages. - 

In particular, it is pertinent to 
ask what influence in this crucial 
direction may be exerted by the poli- 
cies of the national povsgeed | adminis- 
tration (NRA) and the public works 
administration (PWA). In the case 
of the NRA it would appear that there 
is grave danger that it will exert a 
highly adverse influence. But I wish 
to say here very definitely that this 
adverse influence is by no means pri- 
marily due to anything for which the 
government is responsible. Washing- 
ton has been besieged by representa- 
tives of various industries, each urging 
provisions in the codes calculated to 
weaken effective domestic competition. 
Reing secured by high tariff protec- 
tion from the foreigner, a large propor- 
tion of husinessmen seem now deter- 
mined to secure protection from one 
another. Many of them apparently 
believe that prosperity can he restored 
by establishing a condition under 


which everyone now in an industry. 


whether efficient or inefficient, wheth- 
er well located or badly located, shall 
some how have his status maintained 
with prospects of enjoyment with com- 
fortable pers is is not a path 
which will lead to trade recovery. It 
will not create a situation in which 
there will be an increasing demand for 
an enlarged output. By and large, it 
is precisely like that policy which en- 
ployers have commonly, with bitter de- 
nunciation, attributed to the leaders 
of trade unions, 
Markets Missing. 

This failure of industries to adopt 
policies designed to open up additional 
demands for industrial products is, in 
my judgment, the chief cause of the 
persistence of the depression. During 
the years of activity which culminated 
in the autumn of 1929, there was an 
active demand for a great variety of 
industrial products, naturally accom- 
panied by an upward movement of 
the prices of many of them. Prices in 
general did not advance in striking 
fashion. Indeed, if one laoks merely 
at the course of the wh:(sale com- 
modity price index betwee § 1925 and 
1929, one is unable to infex* that any- 
thing untoward was taking place. The 
price level was as atable as one couid 
reasonably expect it to be. Relative 
prices, however, although not unbal- 
anced as soon as certain influences 
which had created an intense tem- 
porary demand for many products 
ceased to be operative. In particular, 
there was an abnormal volume of ex- 

orts induced by excessive foreign 
ending. Again, there was an evanes- 
cent demand based upon speculative 
gains from stock exchange operations, 
and a large demand for labor and ma- 
terials employed in the enlargement of 
facilities for production in certain in- 
dustries that were at the moment ex- 
ceedingly profitable. And finally, there 
was something of the nature of a 
boom in the construction of office 
buildings, hotels and apartment. houses 
and homes for that limited class in the 
community enjoying large incomes. 

Trouble Ignored. 


After the collapse in 1929, the 
policies generally adopted were di- 
rected towarl going forward .as if 
nothing had happened. The expecta- 
tion was almost universal that some- 
how or other it would be possible to 
return to prosperity without any con- 
siderable readjustments or liquidation 
of indebtedness incurred during the 
so-called new era. It is to the ever- 
lasting credit of the present adminis- 
tration that it recognized that funda- 
mental changes and adjustments were 
necessary. Unhappily, it does not ap- 
pear that the business community 
even yet is similarly convinced that 
fundamental changes and adjustments 
are required. In concentrating atten- 
tion chiefly upon the disturbing effect 
of abnormal and unfair competition, 
the business community is concerning 
itself with depression symptoms rather 
than with policies that will yield a 
speedy trade recovery. 

In some of the particular policies 
which have been adopted in Washing- 
ton one perceives the same tendency 
to attack symptoms. Particularly is 
this the case with the legislation and 
administration concerning public 
works. As a temporary measure of re- 
lief, spreading work by reducing the 
number of hours to 30 per week is 
perhaps to be commended. If, how- 
ever, the reduction in hours together 
with the restoration of high hourly 
rates increases the relative cost of 
construction, it must tend to choke 
the largest single potential demand for 
additional labor and materials, the 
demand for better housing with ap- 
propriate equipment and furnishings 
for the mass of the people. 

Prices Boosted. 


The business community cannot 
reasonably criticize the public works 
policy when at the same time we find 
producers of all sorts of building mate- 
rials raising prices, prices which had 
been reduced pry. sg anes little dur- 
ing the years of the depression. When 
producers of timber, cement and steel 
adopt a short-sighted policy of pushing 
up prices long before improvement has 
gained momentum, it is difficult to 
see how they can raise objections to 
those policies in the public works ad- 
ministration that tend to. establish 
high construction labor costs. 

Doubtless there are industrial prod- 
ucts the prices of which, during the 
last few years, had declined far below 
a profitable level even with full em- 
ployment of existing plant capacity, 
but the number of such products is 
comparatively small. ‘By and large, 
the great mass of industrial products 
deelined in price less than 25 per cent 
between 1929 and 1933. In the case 
of most of them, a far-sighted policy 
should be directed toward an increase 
in volume leaving for the future a 
possible advance in prices after the 
trade recovery has proceeded far be- 
yond the stage in which we’ now find 
ourselves.

She took up her life at the Gandh 
eantonment on the banks of the river 
Sabarmati on May 4, 1933, admittin: 
that Gandhi's accusations of worldli 
ness against her were “all true,” ant! 
beginning a “new life” in accordanc: 
with the teachings of the “holy one.

'stayed back. The soldiers maintained 
| their vigil with drawn bayonets.

Move Out Slowly.

As the soldiers made their way back 
to Baltimore, many of them soaking 
wet and some ill from their own tear 
gas, they took advantage of the ride 
to catch up on their sleep. They had 
no rest during the night. 

The Princess Anne lynching occur- 
red on the night of October 18 after 
the negro, Armwood, was accused of 
assaulting Mrs. Mary Denston, an 
aged farm woman, of Somerset county. 


Taken Back, 


Arrested on the 16th, he was 
brought to Baltimore for safe keep- 
ing. after a mob began a search for 
him. He was taken back ta Princess 
Anne two days later in custody of 
20 state policemen. 

On the night of the 18th, the mob 
formed rapidly. Tear gas bombs fail- 
ed te repel them and they gradually 
closed in on the jail. They pushed 
aside the officers, battered down the 
doors and dragged Armwood outside. 

He was tied by a rope to an auto- 
mobile and when he fell he was drag- 
ged to the streets. His body was hang- 
ed to a tree and set afire.

Twitty Warns 
Georgia’s 
Hunters 


Peter S. Twitty, Georgia fish and 
game commissioner, on ‘Thanksgiving 
eve has issued a warning to reckless 
hunters for their own protection. 

“Thanksgiving is the one big hunt- 
ing day of the year. With an un- 
usual abundance of game of all kinds 
and prospects of good hunting weath- 
er, it is reasonable to assume that 
there will be more hunting on Thanks- 
giving than any other day. 

“Almost every Thanksgiving brings 
with it many hunting casualties and 
for that reason we want to warn 
all hunters to be exceedingly careful 
with the use of firearms this year. 

“Hunters also should be cautioned 
to be exceedingly careful with fire 
at this time of the year. The woods 
and fields are unusually dry and for 
that reason hunters should be espe- 
cially careful with matches, cigarets, 
in view of the destruction of game by 
forest fires.” 


BACHMAN WANTS 
RULES CHANGED 


EAST LANSING, Mich., Noy. 28. 
(P)—Coach Charles Bachman, of 
Michigan State College, believes that 
a change in rules governing forward 
passing in the scoring zone will level 
out the advantage defensive elevens 
|are supposed to enjoy under present 
grid rules. 

achman‘s recipe involves a change 
in thé rule which gives the ball to a 
defensive on the 20-yard line when a 
forward pass is grounded in the end 
zone on any but the fourth down. 

“When a team reaches the 10-yard 
line the signal caller is tempted to 
abandon passing because loss of the 
ball and an additional 10 yards is too 
much of a gamble,” Bachman said, “If 
the rule is changed to make a 
grounded pass a touchback only on 
fourth down, it will open up the game 
to a greater extent and give the of- 
fensive at least an even chance inside 
the 20-yard line. 

“Give the quarterback a chance to 
throw passes in a scoring position 
without the mental hazard that now 
exists, and you will see a lot more 
spectacular football and also do away 
with a lot of tie games.” 

Bachman also believes that the ball 
should be brought in 15 yards from 
the sideline instead of 10 after it has 
been r@n out of bounds, to give the 
team in possession a better chance to 
get its attack under way. 

The Spartan mentor is in accord 
with the “dead ball” rule which pro- 
hibits a ball carrier from advancing 
after any part of his body other than 
hands or feet touches the ground.

Tiger Board Cites Clause 
Forbidding Post-Sea- 
son Games. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 28.—(?) 


Citing a clause in the Yale-Princeton 
agreement of 1927 which forbids the 


laying of post-season contests, the 

ard of control of -the Princeton 
Athletic Association announced today 
the undefeated Tiger.eleven would not 
be available for selection as Stan- 
ford’s opponent in the Rose Bowl 
game at Pasadena New Year's Day. 

The announcement came as a dis- 
tinct surprise in view of. intimations 
from Princeton yesterday that any in- 
vitation to .compete at ‘ Pasadena 
would receive serious consideration in 
the event the Tigers defeated Yale 
on Saturday. , 

Today, however, the board re-af- 
firmed its policy against post-season 
games on the grounds that “a re 
longation of the Princeton football 
season beyond its normal limits would 
not be for the best interests of the 
players or the-sport at Prineeton.” 

PREFER PRINCETON. 

A poll of Stanford players 'yester- 
day indicated the Cardinals -would 
have preferred Princeton as their 
Rose Bow! opponent with Army, 
Michigan, Duke and Navy trailing in 
that order. 

The board’s action was announced 
by Thurston J. Davies, acting chair- 
man, without comment either from 


Davies, from Head Coach H., 
(Fritz) Crisler, or university authori- 
ties. 

The text of the statement. follows: 

“In view of the widespread com- 
ment and conjecture regarding Prince- 
ton’s attitude toward a possible Rose 
Bowl contest this year, the board of 
control of the Princeton University 
Athletic -Association wishes to. point 
out that a long-standing policy of the 
university, enunciated in agrecments 
between Yale and Princeton in 1923 
and again in 1927, specifically con- 
cerns contests of this nature, The 
clause involved states: ‘No post-sea- 
son contest or contests for the pur- 
pose of settling sectional or otler 
championships shall be permitted.’ 

NOT BEST POLICY. 

“The primary factor which led to 
the adoption of this policy was the 
conviction that a prolongation of the 
Princeton football season beyond its 
normal limits would not be for the 
hest interests of the players or the 
sport at Princeton, After a review of 
the considerations which resulted in 
its formulation, the board re-affirms 
the policy and considers it advisable 
to make its point of view in the mat- 
ter public at the present time.” 

It was learned at the same time 
that no negotiations looking toward a 
Stanford-Princeton game had been in-

Kent has been of 
great value to Louisiana. He is a 
big, aggressive center and unusually 
active covering territory. 

PLENTY OF POWER. 


In Williams, Lee, Hupke and 


Moorehead, the team would have four | 


forwards with plenty of power and 
aggressiveness on defense and par- 
ticularly effective in offensive block- 
ing. 

Ariail, of Auburn, at one end, would 
weigh 190, while Batchelor, of Geor- 
gia, weighs around 200, so here would 
be two fine ends, good at all depart- 
ments of the game and with the 
weight and power desired. Both are 
brilliant under passes. 

Feathers, at halfback, is one of the 
country’s great all-time backs. He is 
not only a brilliant pass receiver, but 
is one of the best punters who ever 
lived. He has power, speed and elu- 
siveness. 

The naming of Phillips and Mi- 
chaels may seem surprising to sports 
writers and the public generally, but 
the coaches are usually pretty just in 
their selections. Mickal, one of the 
best punters in the country and one 
of the most accurate passers, 1s a big, 
powerful running back, having gained 
a lot of ground for Louisiana in all 
its games. Phillips is a powevyful 
back, weighing approximately 195, a 
good forward passer, a fine defensive 
fullback and drives with 4 lot of pow- 
er. He aiso is a good punter. 

KERCHEVAL LOSES. 

Kercheval, of Kentucky, is another 
brilliant back and also one of the 
greatest punters of all time. He has 
fought many terrific battles for his 
team but was apparently nosed out 
by Phillips because Kentucky’s record 
has not been very good during the last 
weeks of the season. 

Howell has been the spark-plug of 
Alabama's team, a beautiful, elusive 
running back and also a great punter. 

A number of men were given votes 
by coaches, including Brown and 
Dixon, of Vanderbilt; Moses, Tennes- 
see: Griffith, Georgia; Beck, an- 
derbilt: Hutson, Mississippi, and 
Chapman, Georgia. Some of the 
coaches in casting their votes ex- 
plained there were certain men they 
had not seen in action but, all in all, 
it is felt that the team selected is 
thoroughly representative and perhaps 
the best which could be made.

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—(#)—

This morning's R. F. C. figure was 
$33.85, up nine cents after a week of 
no change. The immediate response 
was a boost in foreign exchange rates 
against dollars, a setback for the re- 
cently stronger government bond mar- 
ket, and upturns in shares and staples. 

Stock trading, however, had lapsed 
into dullness by noon and continued 
in the doldrums to closing time. Final 
prices averaged a bit higher, but the 
turnover of only 1,010,071 shares re- 
flected the hesitancy of traders. 

Cotton Higher.

Widely circulated § ad- 
vices, in fact, had pointed to their 
continuation. The gold advance was 
moderate and significant chiefly for 
its tacit announcement that officially 
sponsored dollar depreciation was still 
a favored means toward the goal of 
higher price levels. 

Sterling jumped more than 10 cents 
to above $5.20, then reduced its rise, 
French franes following suit, though 
there was some further advance later. 
Losses in United States government 
bonds were measured in fractions, but 
some came close to a point. Numer- 
yas Home Corporation loans also faded 
and the change for the averages was 
a small net loss. Gilt edgers moved 
narrowly. 

Mining Stocks Gain. 

Gold mining stocks made the best 
rontribution to the inflationary pat- 
tern which the share market tried to 
follow during its rise. These issues 
had extreme gains of 1 to 4 points 
which were roughly halved.
